BASS LAKE, Calif. (UPI) — 
This tiny resort community, lo­ 
cated high in the rugged Sier­ 
ras, was armed to the teeth to­ 
day and ready to spend the 
holiday, if necessary, fighting 
off an expected invasion of mo­ 
torcycle groups. 
“ We’re ready for the punks, 
but they won’t show up if they 
know what’s good for them,” 
said Madera County Sheriff’s 
Deputy William Helm. 
Helm spoke from a special 
command post established at 
nearby Oakhurst as an em er­ 
gency headquarters when word 


reached here that the Hell’s An­ 
gels 
and 
other 
motorcycle 
groups were planning to spend 
the weekend at this popular re­ 
sort. 
Besides the Angels, blamed 
for the motorcycle club riots 
that broke out two weeks ago 
at Laconia, N.H., rumors circu­ 
lated that six other motorcycle 
clubs 
were 
planning 
to 
ren­ 
dezvous here. 
“ We’re ready to spring into 
action at the first sound of a 
roaring engine,” Helm said. 
Hundreds of law enforcement 
officers were on duty in case 


the cyclists arrive. Special dep­ 
uties were on a standby basis 
and the highway patrol, a spe­ 
cial canine corps with IO dogs 
and rangers from nearby Yo­ 
semite 
National 
Park 
were 
ready to do battle with 
the 
hoodlums if they showed up. 
Property owners and holiday

out in several California cities 
in recent years when the Angels 
moved in for a weekend.

Hundreds of persons in Bris­ 
tol and Burlington live within 
sight of beautiful Burlington 
Island, which today is being 
considered as a future site for 
a multi - million - dollar high- 
rise apartment project, recrea­ 
tion area and golf course. 
The 459-acre island has a 
storied history dating back to 
1616, when according to Doron 
Green’s “ History of Bristol,'' 
it was in possession of the 
Indians. 
That 
same 
year. 
three Dutch traders started 
from Fort Nassau, Albany, to 
explore the Delaware River. 
Stopping at Burlington Island, 
they were made prisoners by 
the Minquas, but were later 
ransomed for blankets, beads 
and kettles.

* 
The Indians called it Matin- 
iconk, after the name of their 
chief. When the English took 
possession of the Delaware, the 
island was in the possession 
of one Peter Alricks, a Ger­ 
man, and was confiscated by 
the English government with 
all his property, when in 1668. 
it was again restored to Al­ 
ricks by order of Gov. Love­ 
lace. 
A frontier military and trad­ 
ing post was established on the 
lower point of the island. It 
was on Burlington Island that 
Peter Alricks’ two servants 
were murdered in 1672. 
In 1678, Sir Edmund Andros, 
who succeeded Gov. Lovelace, 
leased the island to Robert 
Stacy for seven years. Stacy 
and George Hutchinson, who 
were interested in the lease, 
conveyed the island to the 
Town of Burlington.

It was later rented to the 
Quakers, and during their oc­ 
cupancy George Fox. the dis­ 
tinguished Quaker, with some 
friends visited the island. They 
were taken 
over in 
Indian 
canoes and the horses swam 
over. 
Among the earliest acts of 
the Legislature* of Pennsyl­ 
vania was one to confirm the 
island to Burlington, the rents 
and proceeds to be applied to 
maintain a free school for the
